The experiment was conducted by 


Dr. Kennedy, and is in line with a 
long scries of Investigation* that have 
occupied his leisure hours for .some 
time past. 


Twenty trained nurses from the dlf 


ferent honpltals In the city were In- 
vlipil to attend a musical rncltal at Ur. 
Kennedy's home. 


Nur*ex were selected because the 


operation of taking the pulse is with 
them an every day matter, and It was 
not likely that the condition of their 
own pulse would be affected by bavin? 
It taken. 
The subjects were tnfccn 


at random, but a careful record ot 
their relation to music In senenl and 
their physical characteristics wcs kept. 


Dr. Kennedy presided at the me- 


chanical piano player by which tho 
music was produced. To get the heart 
beats of-his subjects down to normal, 
and to put them Into a proper mental 
and physical condition he first gave 
them "Annie Laurie."

Yet, deslpte this fact, that the value 
of brcadstufts exported falls Si; mil- 
lion dollars bejow the record for the 
corresponding period of 1901, the to- 
tal value of all merchandise exported 
In tho twelvo months ending with Oc-

million dollars 


greater than In tne corresponding per- 
iod of last year, and exceeds by near- 
ly 10 million dollars the largest to- 
tal ever known In a twelve-months' 
period ending with October. 


This remarkable fact, that despite 


n Joss from SC to 158 million dalalrs 
In exports of one group of articles, 
the grand total of exports exceeds 
that of any preceding year,. Is 
ac- 


counted for chiefly by a corresponding 
growth In tho exportation of manu- 
factures as a group and of raw cot- 
ton. Exports of manufactures In the 
nine months ending with September, 
1904 exceed by 45 
million dollars 


those for the corresponding period of 
the preceding year, and tho figures 
of October when completed will prob- 
ably show that the exports of man- 
ufactures In tho ten months' period 
arc more than CO million dollars 
In 


excess of those for the corresponding 
period of the preceding year. 
In a 


large number of tho Important classes 
of manufactures the figures of recent 
months show a marked growth over 
those for the corerapondlng period of 
last year. 
The other factor In pro- 


ducing this remarkable growth, which 
lias offset the reduction In exports of 
breadstuffs. Is raw cotton, of which 
the exports in the ten months ending 
.•with October exceed by 22 million 
dollars those of the 
corresponding 


period of 1902. 


Among the articles grouped by the 


Bureau of Statistics under the gener- 
al term of manufactures, 
iron and 


steel manufactures show for the nine 
montlis for which a record Is already 
nt hand 20 million dollars Increase 
over the corresponding period of the 
preceding year; copper, an increase 
of 23 millions, and mineral oil an in- 
crease of about 10 millions, 
while 


in most other manufactured articles 
the figures for 1904 show little change 
as compared with those of tho Im- 
mediately preceding year. 


In exports of provisions the figures 


for the ten months ending with Oc- 
tober. 1904. show a fall of about 11 
million dollars as compared with the 
corresponding period of 190.1, while 
exports of live cattle 
show an in- 


crease of 4V4 million dollars In tho 
ten months' period of 1904 as compar- 
ed with the corresponding period of 
the preceding year. 
In breadstuffs 


the reduction occurs in 
practically 


all of the lin]>ortnnt classes.

exports during the ten months ending

.The fact that the grand total of 


exports for the twelve months ending 
with October, 1904, exceeds in value 
that of any 
corresponding twelve 


months In tho history of tho export 
trade, Is thus rendered especially re- 
mnrlcablo In view of tho great reduc- 
tion In exports of breadstuffs above 
mentioned. The figures of tho twelvo 
months ending with October, 
1904 


show nn Increase over those of the 
corresponding period of 1893 amount- 
ing to over COO million dollars, while 
the Import figures for the correspond- 
ing period show nn Increase of n lit- 
tle less than 200 millions. 
Tho ex- 


port figures for the twelve months 
ending with October, 19.04, show nn 
Increase of 70 per cent, mid the Im- 
port figures for that year an Increase 
of 22 per cent over tho ilgures for 
the corresponding months ending with 
October, 1S93. 


A GOLDEN' OPPORTUNITY. 


The next congress will contain an 


overwhelming preponderance of re- 
publicans.

In the early summer to deal with tuo 
matter, it Is not loo soon to urge 
upon fair-minded democrats the fact 
that they can 
accomplish 
a vast 


amount of good for their country by 
strung!hening tho bands of the pres- 
ident In the effort to lower tho tariff 
In reasonable degree. It Is too much 
to expect that tho Congress next year 
will abandon the theory of protection, 
nur Is there any reason why It should 
do no because the- mandate of the 
country cannot be interpreted to mean 
any such thing. 
The country, how- 


ever, demands a real revision of tho 
tariff, and if It cannot get It from 
the republican party In the next four 
years, It will get It from some other 
party. 


In a sense, the republicans arc do- 


Ing what In England was called "dish- 
ing the Whigs" or In our common 
phrase, "stealing tho other fellow's 
thunder" In undertaking to revise the 
tariff. 
Tho 
conservative 
party in 


England had almost consistently fol- 
lowed this 
policy. 
Its 
opponents 


liavo agitated many things, and large- 
ly educated public opinion upon them, 
only to llnd the conservative party 
enacting them Into law and getting 
the glory therefrom. 
The republican 


party •has done the same kind of thing 
more than once, and now has a mag- 
nificent opportunity to strengthen it- 
self by doing tho same thing again, 
but party fealty Is after ull only a 
means to the larger end of patriotism 
and we do not doubt therb are many 
good democrats who are willing that 
the republicans shall have the credit 
for doing good provided only that the 
good be done.

In tho southwest, where the In- 
dians have had nn opportunity to be- 
como thoroughly civilized of late years. 
Tho white people find no more enjoy- 
niont In this day of universal good cheer 
than do these same dusky redskins. 


It Is a day of feasting, playing and 


gambling, with n big Uancc at night 
Such sport only comes once n year to 
them nowadays, when they have had 
to forsake the scalping knife for tho 
plow. 
Their wild nature rebelled at 


tho Idea of work, and It has been with 
much dllllcnlty that tho government 
agents have made faruiws out of tho 
young braves. 
A day of rest and 


aniUHoi 
it Is considered good for their 


better nature, and the government au- 
thorities nne willing that Thanksgiving 
day shall become a festal time for the 
reservation wards of the nation. 


Tho Klowas and Comanches, who 


have but recently been placed on al- 
lotments, will have forsaken many of 
their wild plans of amusement this 
Thanksgiving, owing to the fact that 
they have boon cut off the froo list of 
beef Issues. 
They have arranged, to 


draw grass money on Thanksgiving, 
nnd a goodly portion of this will bo 
spent in purchasing food for a grand 
feast. 
At night they will take part 


In a green corn dance, at which pray- 
ers will tie offered to the Great Spirit 
for the good crops which they have had 
tho past season. The spirit of thank- 
fulness pervades tho Indian celebra- 
tions. 


The Osages hold a big feast nt Paw- 


huska. their capital city. All members 


been 
very of tho tribe aro invited to take part in 


the festivities. 
At tbo beginning nnd j 


end of each meal—and there aro ninny 
—tho aged missionary who lives among | 
them Is Invited to deliver a short pray- 
er thanking the Great Spirit for the 
good things which tho agent has sent 
to them. The food is cooked by the 
squaws, and, while It could bo pro- 
pared In a much rleincr and more 
tasteful manner, the cooking Is an Im- 
provement over that of a few years 
gone. 
, Tho AIWCUCH and Cheyeiuics are In 
the habit of holding a pony smoke. 
Often tho Osages Indulge In this ex- 
pensive festival. 
A pony smoke is a 


friendly meeting of two tribes and is 
especially appropriate for tho occasion. 
Tho tribe giving the smoke Is sup- 
posed to bear all of tho expenses. They 
provide tho best game and vegetables 
In the market for their guests, and at 
tho end of the first day'B meeting they 
present a good pony to the head ol 
each family visiting them. As a trlbf 
i-onslsts of from .'too to GiX) families 
tho expenses soon mount high. 
Tin1 


Osnges, being tho richest reservation 
Indians there are today, can better af 
ford to hold pony smokes, and. com 
blned with their feast day, they gen 
erally Invlto several hundred guest!, 
from tbo I'oucas, Tonka was and sur- 
rounding tribes. 
Those accepting the 


ponies are supposed lo return the glfi 
with equally expensive ones lutw on, 
but few of them can do so. 


The Poncas hold every Thanksgiving 


as a beef l«suo day. 
If tlm agent does 


not come forward and present them 
with a herd of cattle for this occasion, 
they mortgage their property nnd buy 
cattle of Homo neighboring ranchmen. 
A boof Issue Is tho most typical of thn 
redskin and also the most picturesque 
of Indian Thanksgiving celebrations. 
For years the government has forbid- 
den the IHSUO of beef after the manner 
af an old tlino Issue, but on special 
occasions they aro allowed tho amuse- 
ment of killing their own meat. It IP 
said by tho government oftlcors who 
succeeded In having the practice stop- 
ped that hoof Issue tends to make the 
Indian wilder and more dlHlctilt to 
civilize. 


A hundred cattle aro turned looso In 


• large pasture. Tho young men of l.ho 
tribe nro mounted on mustangs nnd 
have shining Hold gnus. With the good 
wishes of tho squaws and medicine 
men ringing In their ears they ride out 
to kill the cattle. The lieilsts bavo no 
chance for llfo whatever. Tho chiisp 
Is accompanied by nn undue amount 
of wild yelling, whllo excitement grows 
intense in the camp. The smell of friwh 
lilnod makes tbo squaws wild, as it 
wore. After all of the cattle have been 
shot down then tho killers give a sig- 
nal which means that all of tho tribe 
are at liberty to rush forth and secure 
their portion. A half beef Is awarded 
to each nqimw. Tho beef is clenned 
nml cooked on a tiro on tho open plain, 
while the medicine men dance their ap- 
proval and the warriors sing In tbulr 
gleo. The fenst follows, with more 
dancing, and the whole day Is thus 
spent, ending Into at night with a Him! 
urii-ao.

CAREER OF WORLD'S GREATEST 


MASTER OF MUSIC. 


Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart the Idol of 


His 
Generation—Marvelous 
Work 


Completed at. the Early Age of 35— 
Genius Evinced In His Childhood. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Tho composer. Wolfgang Amailens 


Mozart, was born In Salzburg. Jan. 
27, 17SG. His father. Leopold Mozart, 
was capelltnelnter In the service of 
one of the archbishops. 
I.eo]xilil Mo- 


zart and his wife were ppolien of as 
the handsomest couple In Sulzblirg. 
And we know from the portraits the 
strange and fascinating beauty In the 
face of Wolfgang Mozart. 
Therefore 


Is his memory reverenced to-day for 
his sweetness and love of humanity; 
Ills testimony of vast K?nlus. 


From his earliest childhood Mozart 


loved tntislo passionately. As a child 
at play he was fond of musical games. 
ami always happy If some one would 
play for the children 
In 
all their 


games. Ilia sense of hearing was ex- 
traordinary. 
Ho was able to detect 


the difference of an eighth note In tho 
tuning of a violin; and small sounds 
•were- to him annoying although many 
times these samo noises were unno- 
ticed by other people. 
Loud noises 


•were a source of absolute torture to 
him. 


At the ago of C years, Mozart's 


tklll upon tho harpsichord was very 
unusual. 
But the little lad's shyness 


of. playing before 
musicians 
was 


strong. 


When Mozart was but 6 years old 


his genius and skill wero so great and 
his fame FO widespread that tho elder 
Mozart planned to take the children 
to Vienna to the court of the Emperor 
Francis and the beautiful Empress 
Maria Theresa, both of whom wero 
fond of music. 


It Is related that oven at this early 


ago the llttlo Mozart was of so sweet 
and winning a nature that he mado 
friends 
with 
the 
customs officers, 


lilaycd a minuet upon his llttlo violin, 
and presto, "Pass, free of duty," said 
the officer. 


Tho Imperial family wore sincere 


lovers of music and with a court so 
favorably disposed 
It was not sur- 


prising that Leopold Mozart should re- 
calve a command shortly after his ar- 
rival to present tho two wonderful 
children at court at Schonbrmin, an 
imperial palace near Vienna, and all 
this without the least solicitation on 
the part of the father. 


Mbzart at this tlmo was a wonder- 


fully handsome child, very attractive. 
MH manners quite frank and natural 
and Instinctively good. 
Ho was 


bit shy when ho was presented to 
the Empress. Then he looked up, and 
into her eyes. 
Hor hcniitlfitl face 


•wan smiling, and In a moment the 
lad had kissed her, although he had 
been Instructed to kneel to his Km 
Trass.. And the Empress was much 


piensoo. 


Mozart's appearance at tho court of 


Austria was a decided success. The 
Emperor ordered 100 ducats to bo paid 
to Mozart; the Empress sent the fam- 
ily costly dresses. The gift to Mozart 
to Wolferl. as ho was Intimately call- 
ed, iras the clothing he wore in tho 
painting which Is preserved of him In 
Salzburg, and Is of flno cloth, lilac- 
colored, the vest of sill: of the samo 
color. 
Tho coat had a broad border 


of gold. 


Tho Mozart family left the Austrian 


court and traveled through southern 
Germany to Paris. There they found 
tho fame of tho child had preceded 
them, and every one eager to wel- 
come tho boy who possessed such re- 
markablo nklll and genius. They wero 
commanded to appear at the French 
court at Versailles. From Paris to Lon- 
don, through Holland and Switzerland, 
and, after two years, they returned 
home to Salzburg. 


Mozart was then S years old. And 


his father, that year, published for 
him four sonatas for the piano and 
violin, thus introducing the boy us a 
composer nt this remarkable age. 


Tho next six years wero full of 


Etudy for the boy. 
Some few composi- 


tions woro published. Ills father de- 
termined now -to tako him to Holy. 


Birthplace of Mozart. 


Italy proved one long scries of delight- 
ful experiences for tho boy. Fame and 
glory abounded. 
In Milan ho receiv- 


ed an order for an opera, and accom- 
plished hla work very satisfactorily— 
at 15 years of ago! 


In Romo tho Pope, Clement XIV., 


conferred upon him the order of tho 
Golden Spur, a very high compliment, 
and thus the boy of 14 wore tho title 
of Chevalier Mozart! 


From onu of his fathers' letters wo 


learn that while In Home Mozart heard 
tho famous "Miserere" by Allegri sung 
in tho Slstlne chapel, and tho render- 
ing mnilo «o d«i> an Impression upon 


tho lad that on reaching homo he 
v/rote down from memory every bar 
of tho music—a great work, which 
musicians were forbidden to copy any 
cart of. 
• 


At 10 tho city of Munich gav<; the 


young composer an qrdur to write an 
oocra, and the work wan a great sue- 
cesc. Tho- archbishop of Salzburg em- 
ployed him now us concert master. 
Tlio salary was small and the arch- 
bishop not only exacting but Jealous 
of the young inan'x success. So thono 
years under Jerome, the archbishop, 
wero hard ones. 


When Mozart was 20 he and his 


mother went tn Paris (ho having loft 
tho service of the archbishop), where 
Fran Mozart was taken 111 suddenly 
and died. Paris now seemed so hor- 
rible to tho young man that he l«ft 
tho city and returned to Munich,' 
where he wrote his opera "Idomeneo," 
which met with great success. 


At 
2fl Mozart married Constance 


Weber, and, like the people In tho 
story books, they lived happily ever 
after until the too soon ending of tho 
life of this wonderful man. 


Tho writing of the "Marriage of 


Figaro" and "Don Giovanni" followed 
his marriage, and in these operas wo 
find thu strongest music Mozart had 
written up to this time. Tho operas at 
once made u marvelous success, and 
gained at a jump n place In tho world 


Church at Koblentz. 


that they have always kept. The Em- 
peror at this tlmo appointed Mozart 
court composer. Then came the "Magic 
Flute," wherein Mozart Is at his best. 


His wife. Joining him In Vienna, was 


much shocked at Mozart's weakness. 
He was working hard upon his "Re- 
quiem"; ho had withdrawn from all 
pleasures and wrote, wrote, wrote un- 
til It seemed his'young life was being 
woven Into tho music. He grew stead- 
ily weaker, and on tho 5th of Decem- 
ber, 1791, the young man of but 35 laid 
down his pen, giving careful directions 
for tho finishing of his masterly work, 
the "Requiem." 
' Mozart left over COO compositions. 
Including operas, 15 masses, 49 sym- 
phonies, ills symphony in G minor Is 
one of .which Schubert said: "You cnn 
hear tho angels singing In It." 
Ho 


wroto many quartets, and they nro 
nmong his greatest worlts, songs, so- 
natas and chamber music; and finally 
the "Requiem," tho greatest in tho 
world's history of music.
